In Indiana, more interstates converge than any other city in the U.S. making it truly the "crossroads of 
America." But like many large cities, human needs have also converged. Meeting basic needs has become more 
of a priority. You can make a dramatic impact by lending your hands to those in need. You will help at food 
banks, soup kitchens, elder care facilities, child care facilities and homeless shelters. For many of these people, 
the work you'll do may be the only way they will ever see the love of Jesus. 

MISSION TRIP THEME: CONNECT - Scripture: John 15:5 

"Yes, I am the vine and you are the branches. Those who remain in me, and I in them, will produce 
much fruit. For apart from me you can do nothing" 

We have so many connecting points in our lives: friends, family, classes, jobs, sports, hobbies, technology, 
and the list goes on. A week away at a Group mission trip will allow your group to experience some natural 
separation from all the things that keep us so busy in life, and at the same time create the personal space we all 
need to connect to the Savior, Jesus Christ. 

DAILY THEMES

Here's a message from Jim: 

Hello everyone, my wife Eshy 
and I are so excited to be able to 
join such a warm and loving church 
family. Last Sunday was our first 
visit to the church and we had 
never felt so loved and welcomed 
before. To tell you briefly about us, I was born in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba to a hockey loving family. We moved to Florida where 
we started attending church. I first felt the call into ministry 
when I was volunteering at a soup kitchen, so I decided to 
attend a Christian University. While attending Southeastern 
University I met my future wife, Eshy while we were picking up 
trash during our school's volunteer week. After Southeastern we 
decided to move up here to sunny Illinois so that I could attend 
Trinity Evangelical Divinity School, it has turned out to be a 
decision well worth the blizzards. 

In the past I was the head counselor at an overnight 
Christian summer camp called New England Keswick in the 
Berkshire Mountains of Massachusetts, I was an Intern and a 
youth pastor for First Baptist Church of Venice, and I was one of 
the founders of Harvest Life Career Path in Lakeland, Florida. In 
New England I found fulfillment in teaching elementary through 
college aged students the life-giving knowledge of the Holy 
Scriptures. In Venice I learned how the relationships you build 
in ministry do more for the soul than anything you could say. In 
Lakeland I learned that through dedication, compassion, and the 
power of the Gospel even the most hardened addict can be set 
free through ministry to the body and soul. 

Now as we embark on our new ministry here at Community 
Christian Church I look forward to the amazing things God has 
in store for us all. I am honored to have the opportunity to learn 
and to teach, to love and to be loved, and to journey towards 
Christ together. I want to thank you again for your hospitality 
and ask you to pray for us, those of you ministering with us and 
for the young people we will be ministering to, that over the 
years we would truly grow closer together and closer to God as a 
church family.

CCC Has a New 
Pastoral Relations Committee 

With the arrival of our new senior minister, Bryan 
Elliott, the CCCs General Board has formed a 
Pastoral Relations Committee. The purpose of this 
new committee is to provide support for the minister 
and to foster clear, and open communication between 
the minister and the congregation. Included in the 
support role is to encourage the minister to balance his 
time with church, family responsibilities, and 
personal spiritual growth. Regarding communications, 
the primary objective is to encourage and assist 
congregants in communicating directly with the 
minister. More details on the role of this new 
committee will be presented as they are developed. 

The Committee will be initially comprised of the 
five members of the recent Pastoral Search Committee 
- Jim, Pip, Perry, Diane and Ping. Their immediate 
focus is to help the Elliotts get moved in, familiar with 
the area, better acquainted within the congregation 
and integrated into the church life. Within a year, 
those initial members will begin to rotate off the 
Committee and will be replaced with appointees with 
staggered three-year terms.
